Shelter 
Experiment 
Successful 


A 48-hour simulation of emer- 
gency conditions and living in a 
fallout shelter was termed a suc- 
cess by Civilian Defense officials 
last weekend. o 

The test, which placed over 
70 people, most of them young 
students, was conducted to train 
fallout shelter managers in case 
of emergency. 

Under the direction of Civil 
Defense Director Burton Batch- 
eller, the participants were sealed 
in a partitioned room at the high 
school from Friday evening to 
about noon on Sunday. 

The group ‘survived’ on 30 
biscuits and rationed water during 
the 48-hour stay. 

They also took part in various 
experiments such as how to divide 
candy bars 80 ways. It wasfinally 
resolved by placing names in a 
hat and awarding the bars to the 
winners, the remaining enjoying 
sour balls. 

Reaction to the experiment was 
mixed, some feeling they had 
gained considerable knowledge 
from the experience. 

Others were not completely en- 
thusiastic, one personcommenting 
that she preferred the dangers of 
nuclear attack, rather than being 
cooped up for a length of time,

(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 


What is the Andover Library 
Project? 

It is Andover women helping 
to start school libraries, and serve 
as volunteer librarians, in two 
East Boston schools which never 
had school libraries before. . P 

It is needing more Andover vol- 
unteers to open a third library in 
the Guild School on Ashe Street in 
East Boston. The Guild School 
‘‘library’’ -- in the foyer of the 
auditorium -- has bookshelves and 
catalogued books. It lacks only 
enough volunteers to give the Guild 
children their very first school 
library of pleasure and reference 
books. 

Absolutely no experience is 
needed, according to Mrs. Hart 
Leavitt, 195 South Main St., chair- 
man of the Andover group. She 
points out that only two of the 
present Andover Library Project 
have had previous library train- 
ing. 

Library volunteering requires 
only one morning a week, plus an 
interest in getting good reading 
books together with school child- 
ren who need to learn that reading 
can be a pleasure, as well as a 
homework assignment. 

Portal to portal time required, 
from Andover to East Boston 
schools and back again, usually is 
8:30 a.m. to 1:45 p.m. In other 


words, mothers ofAndover school- 
children can be at home when their 
own children leave for school, and 
back again well before they re- 
turn.

‘The Joint Hospital Building 
Fund has passed the 50 percent 
mark, ’’ according to General 
Chairman Milton J. Meyers.

The 
campaign goal is$3,000,000, which 
is to help finance new construction 
at Bon Secours and Lawrence Gen- 
eral Hospitals. 

‘“‘There have been 1,747 con- 
tributors to date who have given 
a total of $1,559,630," according 
to Dr. Meyers. ‘We are tre- 
mendously pleased with the con- 
tributions from individuals and 
corporations of the area.’’ 

Reports given at the meeting 
held at Bon Secours Hospital last 
week, showed the Hospital em- 
ployees from the two hospitals to 
be leading in percentage of goal 
raised at129 percent. Nearly 1,400 
employees have contributed 
$166,228. ‘‘An outstanding ac- 
complishment,’? commented Dr. 
Meyers. 

The Trustees Division reported 
61 gifts for $223,516 or 75 per- 
cent of their goal. Trustee Chair- 
man D., K, Webster, Jr., indicated 
confidence that his division will 
meet its goal.

Earth Day 
Activities 
In Andover 


Now that Earth Day is over, 
what will become of the environ- 
mental pollution issue? 

Is it dead, gasping for breath, 
or still alive and kicking? The 
Curious Citizen finds the issue 
alive and well, in Andover, in 
schools and churches, and some- 
times in supermarkets, a week 
after Earth Day. 

Earth Day in Andover was an 
impressive success as a one-day 
affair, as students from all schools 

\ joined to give the town its best 
cleanup in years. Many stayed on 
the job until the last scrap of 
paper was swept up, leaving the 
Municipal Parking lot cleaner than 
they had found it. 

It was an impressive coopera- 
tive affair, symbolized at the end 
of the day by the cooperative ef- 
forts of the town rubbish truck, 
and the Phillips Academy’s ‘‘rub- 
bish-scrunching’’ packloader to 
cart the remains of the trash 
collection to the dump. 

A policeman on duty that day 
remarked that ‘*‘There should be 
before and after pictures of what 
those kids did to some of the back. 
alleys of this town.’’ 

A citizen said, ‘‘It won’t last. 
People will go right on littering.”’ 

But the Curious Citizen wonders, 
‘‘Is the clean-up all there is to 
it?”’ 

The main issues of Earth Day 
was environmental awareness and 
education, according to students 
and teachers involved, the Andover 
Village Improvement Society and 
the Memorial Hall Library, which 
proposes to be the town’s per- 
manent center for environmental 
education. 

Earth Day is over, but Andover 
seems to be in the midst of an 
intense environmental education 
campaign, 

Abbot Academy called off 
classes on Earth Day for an all- 
school assembly on the environ- 
mental ‘crisis.

The volunteers in Floyd County, 
Kentucky had a different, ex- 
perience, because their work was 
much more closely involved -with 
the people intheir homes, Twenty- 
one Merrimack students worked 
under Bro.

in the communities around Martin, 
Ky. St. Vincent’s Mission was their 
home base, but each day groups of 
workers went to homes in different 
**Hollows’” within a25-mile radius 
of the mission.. Except for three 
students from New York and the 
two permanent volunteers in Mar- 
tin, the Merrimack group worked 
alone. They participated in the 
mission’s home improvement, 
home visitation, and food distribu- 
tion programs. Students soon de- 
veloped specialties like wallpaper- 
ing, sheet-rocking, roofing, hang- 
ing doors, painting, building stairs, 
or finishing interiors of rooms. 
Groups of three or four students 
went to each home where Bro. 
Matt had been asked for assistance 
and worked withthe family to do the 
necessary repairs with materials 
furnished by the mission. 

In addition to doing their share of 
the repair work, the girls al- 
ternated kitchen detail and also 
prepared the church for Holy Week 
services, oe 

The Floyd County volunteers 
also brought back their hopes that 
Merrimaction and the Merrimack 
Valley Community will continue 
to lend their support to a pro- 
ject that the group would like to 
*‘adopt.”” Most of the students 
had the opportunity during their 
stay to visit the small mining 
town of David, Ky., where Bro. 
Matthew hopes to relocate and ex- 
pand his programs. Plans call for 
an expanded program of academics 
and athletics for youngsters from 
the outlying communities in the 
hollows as well as renovation of 
abandoned homes in the town for 
eventual relocation of low income 
families from outlying districts to 
the low rent housing in the town 
of David.

In General Cleaning 
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P.A., Abbot Studying Idea 
Of Combined Studies 


The Trustees of Phillips Aca- 
demy have voted to undertake a 
study in depth of the needs and 
possibilities of the combined edu- 
cation of young men and women, 
with emphasis on the next decade, 

The study specifically will be 
done in collaboration with appro- 
priate committees of Abbot Aca- 
demy, a school for young women 
adjacent to the Phillips campus. 
The two schools already have en- 
gaged in some exchanges of stu- 
dents in elective courses. 

A resolution instructing the Edu- 
cational Policy Committee to 
undertake the study said the re- 
sults could be either ‘‘positive or 
negative.’’ concerning coordinate 
education or coeducation at the two 
schools. Coordinate education 
concerns exchanges of students 
in limited areas as has been done. 

John M, Kemper, headmaster of 
Phillips Academy, said that the 
study had the approval of the 
faculty. The trustees reached their 
decision on the campus over the 
weekend during a joint meeting with 
the Alumni Council. 

A sub committee of three mem- 
bers of the Educational Policy 
Committee will represent the 
trustees. Mr. Kemper will appoint 
another committee made up of 
faculty and students. 

Donald A. Gordon, headmaster 
of Abbot and a Phillips alumnus, 
took part, with other Abbot faculty 
and student representatives in the 
deliberations at Phillips. 

The involvement of Abbot in the 
study is in keeping with an analysis 
of a Steering Committee of the 
Phillips faculty. which concluded 
that ‘‘the real choice lay between 


Public Service Recommended 


Rep: William S. Moorhead, Jr., 
Democrat of Pennsylvania, told 
students of Phillips Academy, An- 
dover, Thursday, April 23, that 
they had an obligation to devote 
part of their time to public ser- 
vice, 

Mr. Moorhead, a graduate of 
Phillips in1941, visitedthe campus 
to receive the Claude M. Fuess 
award for his own ‘‘distinguished 
contribution to public service.’’ 
The award, a bronze medal, was 


' presented by John M. Kemper, 


headmaster, at a school assembly. 

The award was created by alumni 
in memory of Dr. Fuess, who was 
headmaster of Phillips from 1933 
to 1948. It goes to Andover grad- 
uates. 

In an address to the assembly, 
Mr. Moorhead said that it was 
possible to derive a sense of 


' personal satisfaction from public 


service. But he cautioned that that 
occasionally required ‘‘suffering 
fools and bores gladly.”’ 

The Pennsylvania Congressman 
told the students not to be dis- 
heartened about the failure of 
college supporters of Senator 
Eugene J. McCarthy, Democrat of 
Pennsylvania, toelect him Presi- 
dent in 1968. 

‘*Politicians can’t ignore 6 mil- 
lion college students,’? said Mr. 
Moorhead, ‘‘and so long as you 
don’t expect instant results, poli- 
tics can add up to making things 
work,”’ 

Mr.. Moorhead, a graduate of 
Yale in 1944 and of the Harvard 
law school in 1949, following des- 
troyer service with the Navy in 
World War II, has been in the 
House of Representatives since 
1958. 

He was largely responsible for 
the Arts and Humanities Bill 
calling for annual grants to non- 
political and non-governmental 
programs. He also headed a 
House sub committee on housing 
that drafted the Housing and Urban 
Development Act of 1968. Asa 
member of the House Government 


enrolling girls at Phillips Academy 
and developing a coordinate pro- 
gram.”’ é 

Abbot Academy was invited to 
join in an examination of the pos- 
sibilities of coordinate education. 
The program was delayed for a 
year because of a change of ad- 
ministration at Abbot with the 
appointment of Mr. Gordon as 
headmaster in 1967.

The trustees’ resolution said, 
in part, ‘‘that the educational 
policy committee undertake, with 
the assistance of the headmaster 
and such faculty members and stu- 
dents he designates, a complete 
in-depth study of the needs and 
possibilities ar. future course, 
whether positive or negative, of 
either coordinate education or co- 
education at PhillipsAcademy, and 
in so doing, it conduct such studies 
in collaboration with an ap- 
propriate committee of Abbot Aca- 


demy.’’
